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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons set forth in the final rejection (paper 
no. 2081027). In regard to the argument that there is no motivation to combine Furuya and Welch, the motivation is clearly cited on page 3, 
2nd paragraph of the final office action; Also in response to applicant's argument that the combination does not teach the claimed 
composition or the desired percentage, applicant's claim recites an organo metallic composition that has silver in formula I along with a 
neutral metal ligand and an anion, Au or Pd or Ru as the metal in formula II along with a neutral ligand and an anion, and Ti or Ta or Cr or 
Mo or Ni or Pd or Cu or Au or Al in formula III provided Ru or Pd or Au is not in formula II along with a neutral ligand and an anion, wherein 
none of the claims limit the amount of Ag or any metal or ligand or anion to a particular percentage. Furuya in view of Welch teaches the 
same composition as that claimed and therefore the arguments are not persuasive. 
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
